Rhoads' wife, Gladys, 36, died

Through his efforts as repre­ 
sentative of the Rockefeller Foun­ 
dation, the scourges of the islands, 
particularly hookworm and yaws, 
were b rought under control. 
I 
will not spoil the reader b y any 
detailed account of his many ad­ 
venture* b ut will content myself 
with one or two samples. 
Native Witch Doctors 
Everywhere that Dr. Lamb ert 
tried to introduce scientific meth­ 
ods of treatm ent and prevention, 
he found he was in competition 
with the native witch doctors. 
They were ab le to throw s curse, 
a “draunikau.” 
Once a British vessel b rought 
two royal visitors to Fiji, the Duke 
of Clarence, heir to the throne, 
and his younger b rother, Prince 
(.corge, who later b ecame King 
George V. 
The natives seated 
them at a b anquet and prepared a 
drink b y the old method, to chew 
the root of kava and spit the juice 
into a b owl. 
The Duke of Clarence who had 
seen the native saliva go into the 
b owl, pushed the cup b earer aside. 
Grim silence followed. 
George 
took the shell and toased off his 
portion 
with 
gusto and 
then 
reached down and spun his cup 
across the m at—the highest com­ 
pliment. The witch doctor put a 
“draunikau” on the Duke of Clar. 
ence and turning to George said, 
“You will b e the king and a great 
one.” The Duke of Clarence died 


without succeeding to the throne. 
Dr. Lamb ert’s specialty was the 
wholesale treatm ent of hookworm. 
The drug he used was carb on 
tetrachloride and he had some 
amusing experiences. 
Wiping Oot Hooks* or rn 
“The history of pub lic health 
can not b e written b y the aure-cure 
patont-medicine man. We had our 
b umps, at first, b ut they were 
amazingly few. In every district 
where there was a hookworm fre­ 
quency of over sixty per cent, we 
rounded the people up and gave 
the treatm ent “en masse.” In one 
place we dosed 1,243, and came 
b ack in a month to find 1,111 vil­ 
lagers showing negative — ab out 
the average sample of our work as 
it increased to large proportions. 
“Primitive folk made a carnival 
of our coming; drums sounded and 
they all reached out for the wizard 
drops. They called it ‘toddy’ and 
said it was fine b ecause it made 
them drunk. 
Possib ly it did, a 
little. 
After a chiid’s-rize dose 
small b oys would run around like 
wild dogs, tear up the flower b eds 
in mission compounds, throw mud 
and have a perfectly b ully time. 
Full-grown ‘mary*' would caper 
and dance like Aunt Dinah at an 
oia-fashioneu revival; b ut when 
their b ig b uck husb ands smacked 
them, they would come b ack to 
normal with surprising alacrity." 
But at any rate b y 1930 hook 
worm in the south Pacific did not 
exist.
